N.S. won’t roll the dice 
on web g ambling ; Dexter 

O Announcement marks first look at Nova Scotia’s five-year gaming strategy O Plan due this fall or early in 2011 


“The thing that struck me, personally, the 
most was the idea that if we participated in 
online gambling, we would get people into 
gambling that we otherwise wouldn’t/’ 


Premier Darrell Dexter says 
online gambling is “not 
consistent” with provincial 
efforts to “reduce the harm 
that is done by gaming.” 

That’s why the province 
has decided against devel¬ 
oping a government-regu¬ 
lated online gambling 
platform, he told reporters 


Thursday. “This is another 
avenue of gaming but not 
one that we’re going to 
consider. (Online gambling) 
is not going to be part of 
the gaming strategy.” 

Finance Minister Gra¬ 
ham Steele, responsible for 
the gaming portfolio, has 
previously suggested the 


province consider online 
gambling, saying govern¬ 
ment regulation provides 
mechanisms to address the 
social costs of gambling. 

“Gambling has a social 
cost, but then so does alco¬ 
hol,” Steele told reporters 
in August. “Just outright 
banning gambling doesn’t

strike me in particular as 
the best approach.” 

Over the course of learn¬ 


ing about online gambling, 
however, Steele said his 
opinion changed. 


But Steele added the 
province must eventually 
deal with changes to the 
gambling industry. “We all 
recognize that 15 years 
from now the majority of 
gambling is likely to be 
done online ... beyond our 
regulatory reach,” he said.

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MacRae puts 
bail on hold 


O Paula Gallant’s family attends 
hearing O Family will ‘persevere 
with the courage and determination’ 



Jason MacRae, charged 
with the first-degree mur¬ 
der of his wife, Paula Gal¬ 
lant, backed out of a bail 
hearing at the last minute 
Thursday. 

Gallant’s family and 
friends waited anxiously in 
the courtroom as lawyers 
held closed-door meetings. 

Then, after over an hour 
of delay, defence attorney 
Mike Taylor told the court 
something came up. 

“There are issues that 
have just recently arisen 
that we will not be able to 
be in a position to proceed 
with that application this 
morning. We’re asking to 
adjourn without (setting a 
new date),” he said. 

MacRae was not present 
in court although the sher¬ 
iffs were ready to bring 
him up from cells. 

Taylor said he filed a 
designation to be able to 
appear in court without 
his client. 


Justice Felix Cacchione 
acknowledged Taylor’s 
comments and made one 
of his own. 

“I find it very discon¬ 
certing that I have learned 
more about this case in 
reading newspaper ac¬ 
counts than I have in legal 
documents,” he said. 

“This matter is to be 
tried in this court and not 
in the media. Whoever is 
releasing information, I 
would ask they would re¬ 
frain from doing so in or¬ 
der not to jeopardize this 
proceeding.” 

After the case was ad¬ 
journed, Crown attorney 
Denise Smith told re¬ 
porters to her knowledge 
those comments from the 
Justice were not prompted 
by any complaints from 
the Crown. 

MacRae can make an¬ 
other application for bail 
at any time.

Halifax assumes its rightful 
position as the capital of 
the Atlantic Region,” he 
said. “This decision has now 
been made. There are other 
decisions that need to be 
made, and we’re going to 
move on to those.”

O Conservationists warned there 
might not be enough resource to 
supply plant for life of project 


'Sufficient supply' 

► Nova Scotia Power and 
Newpage Port Hawkesbury 
Corp. asked the board to 
approve a plan to burn 
650,000 metric tonnes of 
wood a year to fire a steam 
generator at a Cape Breton 
paper mill. 

► The board said in its 50 - 
page decision that it was 
persuaded by the 
applicants that there is a 
sufficient supply of wood 
in the province. 


Opposition 

► Environmentalists say the 
plan will put a big demand 
on overtaxed forests and 
could lead to the depletion 
of endangered woodlands. 

► "This project is not the 
right thing for Nova Scotia 
because of its scale and its 
inefficient use of a limited 
forest resource," said Jamie 
Simpson, of the Ecology Ac¬ 
tion Centre in Halifax. 


Nova Scotia’s main energy 
regulator has approved a 
S208-million biomass proj¬ 
ect amid concerns the 
large-scale waste wood 
plant will endanger 
stressed forestry resources 
and jack up electricity 
costs. 

The utility and review 
board said Thursday the 
project can proceed, but it 
attached several condi¬ 
tions in an effort to protect 
customers from bearing 
the brunt of any cost over¬ 
runs or an outright failure 
of the plant 

The board ruled that 
any projected price in¬ 
creases or costs associated 
with the failure of the 
plant have to be borne by 
shareholders and can’t be 
passed on to consumers.

► Soccer teams in Man¬ 
chester and Buenos Aires 
want the miners in their 
stadiums. 

► Bolivia’s president 
wants them at his palace. 

► TV host Don Francis¬ 
co wants them all on his 


popular Sabado Gigante 
show in Miami. 

► Hearing that miner 
Edison Pena jogged regu¬ 
larly in the tunnels below 
the collapsed rock, the 
New York City marathon 
invited him to participate 
in next month’s race. 

Doctors said three of 
the men could be 
discharged from hospital 
as early as Thursday 
evening, with others 
following Friday and over 
the weekend. Then they’ll 
have to “find their equilib¬ 
rium and take care of 
themselves,” said hospital 
chaplain Rev. Luis Lopez.

HISTORY'S GREATEST FRAUD? 


Other people’s 
money

Imagine the scene. Unemploy¬ 
ed for months, you must now 
hand over your house keys to 
the bank. 


N ot one, but three differ¬ 
ent bank 

representatives knock 
on your door. Each of 
them has in hand a 
deed for your house. Af¬ 
ter verification, the three documents 
are ... fake! And no one knows who 
owns your house. We thought we’d 
seen it all from Wall Street bankers. 
But foreclosure-gate might just set a 
new record for financial fraud — and 
plunge us all into a brand new crisis. 

From 2004 to 2007, the big U.S. 
banks granted millions of dollars of 
mortgages. Even a cleaning lady 
earning $10 an hour could get a 
$500,000 shanty on credit. The banks 
were raking it in by regrouping mort¬ 
gages and reselling them as financial 


products to investors such as pension 
plans. Now, when you’re trading 
thousands of mortgages a day, it be¬ 
comes costly and time-consuming to 
visit the notaiy for each one. The 
banks therefore created their own 
computer system (called MERS) to 
register the sales and purchases. 

Today, millions of Americans are 
losing their jobs and 
must hand over their 
house keys to banks. 

There’s just one prob¬ 
lem: The MERS registra¬ 
tions contain few 
details and are worth¬ 
less in the eyes of sever¬ 
al judges who 
authorize foreclosures. 

To reclaim the houses, 
banks must present notarized deeds. 
Unable to find the original 
documents — destroyed or lost — 
several banks seem to have decided 
to fabricate false documents. And 
had them authorized by lawyers 
without scruples (one of whom 
admitted to authorizing 10,000 in a 
single month). The result: A total 
mess from coast to coast. Several 
banks find themselves trying to 
repossess the same house, and home- 
owners are being evicted when they 
shouldn’t be. 

It gets worse. According to a grow¬ 
ing number of analysts, if the banks 


created the MERS system, it wasn’t to 
save a few cents. It was to resell on 
the sly — to investors like your pen¬ 
sion plan — tons of fraudulent mort¬ 
gages. Without sufficient 
documentation, the buyers of these 
products could not accurately verify 
their quality. We’re talking about a 
major, countrywide fraud. 

If the facts — which are 
still piling up daily — confirm 
this theory, the big banks will 
face a mountain of lawsuits. 
They will also lose their rights 
to thousands of homes. Ameri¬ 
can financial expert Janet 
Tavakoli talks about a possible 
$700-billion bill. In other 
words: Bankruptcy for several 
big banks. 

American taxpayers will never 
agree to bail out bankers yet again. 
Especially not in this context. 

Such incompetence, if coupled 
with criminal intent, deserves only 
one thing: That those banks be 
allowed to fail — in an orderly fash¬ 
ion — for once and for all. Which is 
what should have happened two 
years ago.

DAWNA FRIESEN 


She's the new face of Global 
National and broadcaster 
Dawna Friesen is making his¬ 
tory in the process. Friesen, a 
former foreign correspondent 
with NBC, became Global Na¬ 
tional's news anchor and ex¬ 
ecutive editor last month — 
making her Canada's first full¬ 
time female news anchor. 
Friesen is taking her newscast 
on the road and Metro caught 
up with her in Halifax. 

There's been a lot of fanfare 
leading to you taking on this 
position — your face on bill¬ 
boards. How do you feel 
about this attention? 

My mother called me on 


the weekend and said, 
“You’re not going to be 
able to hide anywhere 
now. Eveiybody has seen 
your face” — as if I was on 
the verge of committing 
some criminal act and 
now I can’t (laughing). But 
no, it’s a bit daunting, all 
of that, and that’s not my 
favourite part of the job — 
put it that way. It kind of 
goes with the territoiy, but 
I’ve seen enough of myself 
now. And my head really 
isn’t that big. 

What about being the first fe¬ 
male national news anchor in 
Canada? 


I haven’t played that really 
big. That to me is kind of 
neither here nor there, 
which I know maybe isn’t 
the answer people want to 
hear. 

Do you think expectations are 
the same if you were a man? 

I think there’s probably 
more scrutiny about the 
way I look than there is 
about Peter (Mansbridge) 
or Lloyd (Robertson). 

How does that make you feel? 

It’s annoying. I wish it did¬ 
n’t happen. It has nothing 
to do with the way I do my 
work, or conduct myself, 


or how good I am at what I 
do. It bugs me.

Austria should stop 
detaining children and 
halt the deportations of 
well-integrated foreign 
families that are denied 
asylum, Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional and three other 
groups urged Thursday. 

The countiy also should 
better protect the rights 
of non-Austrian minors 
and become more lenient 
about allowing young asy¬ 
lum seekers and their par¬ 
ents to stay on 
humanitarian grounds, 
the organizations wrote in 
a letter to lawmakers. 

The appeal comes just 
days after two eight-year- 
old twins were taken into 
custody with their father 
in an early morning raid 


and deported back to 
their native Kosovo. Their 
mother, who is in psychi¬ 
atric care, stayed behind. 
The four had lived in Aus¬ 
tria since 2004 but were 
expelled after being 
denied asylum and refus¬ 
ing to leave on their own. 

The family’s plight has 
sparked widespread 
debate and protest, with 
critics calling the deporta¬ 


tions heartless and inhu¬ 
mane. Interior Minister 
Maria Fekter defended it, 
saying she was following 
the rule of law and the 
children were with their 
father. She has since soft¬ 
ened her stance slightly, 
acknowledging 
Wednesday that pictures 
of the detention “greatly 
moved her.”

E dward Norton 
has made a ca¬ 
reer of playing 
jailbirds on 
screen.

“I believe it's a waste of 
time. A waste of time for 
me, and for society,” he 
said Wednesday. 

“It's a waste of money, 
too. Because I'm not a 
criminal. I have no record. 



I'm a special-effects artist. 

“I find this a bit of an 
embarrassment for Que¬ 
bec, that this time would¬ 
n't be spent on real cases. 
But they're going ahead.” 

He said his only crime is 
using fake blood, latex and 
silicone to help tell dis¬ 
turbing stories. 

He has in the past

“The very first show 
Darius and I did together 
at Pappy’s with an acoustic 
guitar, we did Family Tra¬ 
dition by Hank Williams 
Jr., which he’s still doing in 
his solo countiy set,” 
Biyan said. 

After a few months, 
Rucker and Biyan decided 
to go for it and enlisted 
bassist Dean Felber and a 
drummer. Felber, who had 


played in a band with 
Biyan during high school, 
didn’t really want to join 
but he said he’d fill in till 
they could find a perma¬ 
nent bassist. 

“And it’s amazing 25 
years after asking Dean to 
play with us, we’re still 
looking for a bass player 
and we’re still in a band. 
That’s pretty awesome,” 
Rucker said.

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Suicidal man gets 
rhymes from rapper 

O Man agreed not to jump in exchange for a few minutes with the T.I. 

O T.I. faces alleged drug offences after 1 year in prison on weapon charges 


Police got unexpected help 
talking a suicidal man 
down from an Atlanta sky¬ 
scraper on Wednesday 
when rapper T.I. showed 
up. 

Officer James Polite says 
the hip-hop star joined the 
crowd outside the 22-stoiy 
office building in midtown 
Wednesday and told offi¬ 
cers he wanted to help. 

Police said the man 
agreed to come down in 
exchange for a few min¬ 
utes face-to-face with T.I., 
whose real name is Clif¬ 
ford Harris. 

“I told him it ain’t that 
bad. It’ll get better, to put 
the time and effort into 
making it better,” T.I. said 
in a phone interview with 
The Associated Press. 

“I just reminded him 
know that I know. It looks 
bad right now, but it can 
turn around.” 


T.I. said he heard about 
the situation on the radio 
and drove to the building 
to help. He recorded a 
video of himself on a cell¬ 
phone and rescue workers 
took it to the man to prove 
the rapper was really 
there. 

The Atlanta native said 
the man seemed to be 
“beat up by life.” 

The suicidal man, 
whose name wasn’t re¬ 
leased, was taken to a hos¬ 
pital. 

The good deed follows 
recent legal trouble for the 
rapper, who is due in court 
Friday for a parole hearing 
after being arrested on sus¬ 
picion of drug offences last 
month in Los Angeles. 

He’s on supervised re¬ 
lease after spending a year 
in prison on federal 
weapons charges.

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India knocks 
Canada off the 
medal podium 


O Canada falls out of top three at Games for first 
time since 1962 O Australia finishes in first place 


For the first time in 48 
years, Canada failed to 
crack the top three at the 
Commonwealth Games, 
muscled off the podium 
by a mighty host Indian 
team the Canadians didn’t 
see coming. 

Riding the swell of a 
country’s pride, India 
used homefield advantage 
that could have been 
Canada’s to roar to an im¬ 
pressive 101 medals, in¬ 
cluding 38 gold. 

“We did not anticipate 
our counterparts in India 
to do as well as they did,” 
said Scott Stevenson, 
Commonwealth Games 
Canada’s director of sport. 

“We knew they would 
do better than they did in 
Melbourne (India won 50 
medals four years ago) but 
we didn’t anticipate them 
virtually doubling their 
medal count,” Stevenson 
added. 

“Our hats go off to 
them.” 

The New Delhi Games 
wrapped up Thursday, 
bringing an end to a prob¬ 
lem-plagued project that 
began in 2003 when the

England finished with 
142 total medals, but was 
third based on its 37 
golds. 

Canada’s team of 251 
athletes finished fourth, 
winning 75 overall and 26 
gold. 

The overall medal total, 


which also included 17 sil¬ 
ver and 32 bronze, was a 
slip from the 86 captured 
four years ago in Mel¬ 
bourne. 

Canadian officials set a 
target of 75 to 80 medals, 
believing that was good 
enough for top three in 
the overall medal count. 

They obviously under¬ 
estimated India, the 
biggest team here at 407 
strong. 

With less than two 
years until the London 
Olympics, it’s difficult to 
use these Games to gauge 
how Canada measures up 
on the pitch and in the 
pool. Few athletes peaked 
for the event because it’s 
so late in the season, and 
the team was missing sev¬ 
eral big names. 

Hurdlers Priscilla 
Lopes-Schliep and Perdita 
Felicien, and cyclists Ry¬ 
der Hesjedal and Michael 
Barry took a pass on the 
Games, while Canada’s 
top gymnasts all skipped 
New Delhi to focus on the 
world championships lat¬ 
er this month.
